WHEREAS, Libraries, serving communi- 
ties, schools, colleges and state gov- 
ernment, make it possible for Montan- 
ans to have access to materials to en- 
rich their personal lives and increase 
their competency in vocational and ci- 
vic roles , 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Forrest H. Anderson, 
Governor of the State of Montana , do 
hereby proclaim the week of April 18- 
24, 1971, as 

NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK 
in Montana.

Two new public library facilities will be formally dedicated -on Sunday, April 18: the 
Choteau Public Library , and the Rosebud County Library , in Forsyth. Both' libraries re- 
ceived grants from Title II of the Library Services and Construction Act from the State 
Library Commission to match local funds in construction. The Choteau library is a member 
of the Pathfinder Federation; the Forsyth library, of the Sagebrush Federation of Libraries. 

The Wyoming State Library has announced a series of workshops on local history and libraries 
and has invited Montana librarians to participate. Workshops nearest to Montana will be 
held in Cody (May 10) and Buffalo (May 8). Further information is available from Mrs.

The Manitoba Library Association and the Manitoba Department of Youth and Education have 
announced plans for a Western International Library Conference , to be held in Winnipeg 
September 30-0ctober 3, 19 71. The conference theme is "New Directions in Library Service." 
Sessions will be held on community libraries, school resource centers, public library leg- 
islation, the role of the library trustee, library services to Indian and Metis communities, 
and care and acquisition of archival material. Booksellers and audiovisual suppliers plan 
to attend and display their products and new ideas. Participants in the conference are 
expected to attend from Western Canada and the northwest United States. The Montana State
